V ictim ’s Finger in Order to Get a 


Diamond Ring. 


BLOWS OUT HIS BRAINS. 


New York, Nov. 9.— W ith the pierc­ 
ing ray of a burglar’s dark lantern 
shining In their eyes and two revol­ 
vers held by masked men covering 
them, five members of the family of 
Charles E. Tavnter, a wealthy granite 
dealer, lay in bed in the Taynter home 
at Borough Park, Brooklyn, for more 
than an hour while a third masked 
burglar pa< ked up $10,000 worth of 
Jewelry 
and 
silverware. 
Then 
the 
burglars bound Mr. Taynter hand and 
foot and escaped with their booty. 
The three men when they gained 
entrance to the house went immediate­ 
ly to a bedroom on the second tloor 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Taynter. 
One of the burglars struck Mr. Tayn­ 
ter a crushing blow on the bead with 
a blackjack as he lay asleep. 
The 
blow stunned the sleeper and a few 
minutes later when Mr. Taynter re­ 
covered bis sences he found three re­ 
volvers levelled at him. 
Mr. and Mrs. Taynter were made to 
sit up in bed and two of burglars held 
them cov Ted while a third began a 
s< arch of the room. 
The noise awakened Alice Taynter. 
the flftcon-year-old daughter, and she 
came into the room. 
The burglars or­ 
dered her into bod with her parents. 
A moment later Charles Taynter, aged 
eight years, and Harold, aged twelve, 
came into the room. 
They were made 
to sit on tho side of the bed. 
The 
burglar who was ransacking the room 
found a jewel case with two wedding 
rings in it and was about to take them 
when Mr. Taynter asked him not to. 
One of the burglars standing guard 
O 'er the family said: 
“ Don’t take those wedding rings. I 
am a married man and have some 
sentiment about wedding rings.” 
T h " rings were left, but two toy 
banks were broken and rifled of $17 
TV hen the room had been completely 
searched the third robber went down 
stairs and packed up the silverware. 
He later returned to the bedroom and 
commanded Mjr. Taynter to give up a 
$500-diamond ring he wore. 
The ring 
would not come off so one of the 
burglars grimly drew a jaekknife and 
was going, to cut Mr. Taynter’s finger 
cff. 
Mr. Taynter asked permission to 
go to the toilet and soap the ring off 
with soap and water. 
“ W e will do that ourselves,” said 
the man who a p p eared to be tin* lead­ 
er of the trio, and he did so forthwith. 
Then the three men produced a rope 
and bound Mr. Taynter’s hands and 
feet. 
Tli 'v ordered him not to make 
an out« ry for fifteen 
minutes, and 
then they hurried away.

Tappati a few years ago was In the 
Iron and steel business. 
Throe years 
ego he sold his interest there and be­ 
came rttnched to the traveling staff 
of the Chicago firm of Crane &. Co. 
Mrs. Tappan told the police that a 
few weeks ago Tappan 
received 
a 
long leave of absenee and came here 
to undergo a course of treatment. 
Tappan and his wife stopped at the 
Hotel Belmont 
until 
last Saturday, 
when rooms were taken In a boarding 
house. 
Tappan was not registered at 
fhe Hotel Savoy. 
"I feared that my husband might 
attempt to take his life, so I w'atrhed 
him as closely as I could,” said Mrs. 
Tappan to the police. 
“ He was so 
troubled about bis.health that his doc­ 
tor« advised me to remain with him 
as milch as possible. 
I dreaded some­ 
thing of this nature.”

FAITH OF TAFT 


President Roosevelt Writes a 
Letter on the Subject. 


PURELY HIS OWN CONCERN 


Chi«f Eexecutive Say« the Religious 


Belief of the President-Elect Is Not 


a M atter for General Discussion and 


Political 
Discrimination— Deferred 


Publication of His Letter to Avoid 


Agitation 
Likely to 
Influence th« 


Election.

Taft’s religious faith is purely his own 
private 
concern 
and 
not 
a 
mat­ 
ter 
for 
general 
discussion 
and 
political 
discrimination,” says 
Pres- j 
Ident 
Roospvelt 
in 
a 
letter 
he 
has just made public in which he 
answers 
numerous 
correspondents. 
The president says he deferred the 
publication of the letter until now to 
avoid any agitation likely to influence 
the election. 
The letter, addressed to 
J. C. Martin, Dayton, O., in part is as 
follows. 
” 1 received many such letters as 
yours during the campaign expressing 
dissatisfaction with Mr. Taft on re­ 
ligious grounds; some of them on the 
ground that he was a i'nitarian and 
others 011 the ground that he was sus­ 
pected to be in sympathy with Catho­ 
lics. 
I did not answer any of these j 
letters during the campaign because 1 
regarded it as an outrage even to agi- j 
tate such a question as a man’s re­ 
ligious convictions with the purpose 
of influencing a political election. But 
now that the campaign is over when | 
there is opportunity for men calmly to 
consider whither such propositions as I 
those you make in your letter would 
lead. I wish to invite them to consid­ 
er them and I have selected your let- j 
ter to answer because you advance j 
both the objections commonly urged 
against Mr. Taft, namely: 
That he is 
Unitarian and also that he is suspect­ 
ed of sympathy with the Catholics. 
‘‘You ask that Mr. Taft shall ‘let the 
world know what his religious belief 
is.’ 
“ This is purely his own private con- 
cern; and it is a matter between him 
and his Maker, a matter for his own 
conscience; and to require it to be 
made public under penalty of political 
discrimination is to negative the first 
principles of our government, which 
guarantee complete religious liberty 
and the right to each man to act in 
religious affairs as his own conscience 
dictates. 
Mr. Taft never asked my 
advice in the matter, but if he had 
asked it T should have emphatically 
advised him against thus stating pub­ 
licly his religious belief. 
The demand 
for a statement of a candidate’s reli­ 
gious belief can have no meaning ex­ 
cept that there may be discrimination 
for or against him because of that be­ 
lief. 
Discrimination against the hold­ 
er of one faith means retaliatory dis­ 
crimination 
against 
men 
of 
other 
faiths. 
The inevitable result of en­ 
tering upon such a practice would be 
an abandonment of our real freedom 
of conscience and a reversion to the 
dreadful conditions of religious dis­ 
sension which in so many lands have 
proved fatal to true liberty, to true 
religion and to all advance In civiliza­ 
tion. 
Discrimination an Outrage. 


“ To discriminate 
against 
a thor­ 
oughly upright citizen because he be- 
1 loi.gs to some particular church or be­ 
cause, like Abraham Lincoln, he has 
not 
avowed 
his 
allegiance 
to 
any 
church, is an outrage against that lib­ 
erty of conscience which is one of the 
foundations of American life. 
You are 
entitled to know whether a man seek­ 
ing your suffrage is a man clean and 
upright in life, honorable in all bis 
dealing« and with his fellows and fit 
by qualifications and purpose to do 
well in the great office for which he 
Is a candidate; but you are not en­ 
titled to know matters which lie pure­ 
ly between himself and his Maker. If 
it is proper or legitimate to oppose a 
man for being a Unitarian, as was 
John Quincy Adams, for instance, as 
is the Rev. Edward Everett Hale, at 
the present moment chaplain of the 
lenate and an American of whose life 
nil good Americans are proud— then 
it would be equally proper to support 
or oppose a man because of his views 
on justification by faith or the meth­ 
od of administering the sacrament or 
the gospel of salvation by wmrks. 
If 
you once enter on such a career there 
is absolutely no lim it at which you 
can legitimately stop. 
“ So much for your objections to Mr. 
Taft because he is a Unitarian. 
Now, 
for your objections to him because you 
think his wife and brother to be Ro­ 
man Catholics. 
As it happens, they 
are not; but if they w*ere, or if he 
were a Roman CaHiolic himself, it 
aught not to affect in the slightest de-

Coroner Gibson this morning empan­ 
eled a jury and held an inquest «n the 
remains of John 
Bushaway, whose 
death at the hands of Ralph Morey was 
mentioned in 
Saturday’s 
Dispatch. 
The jury was composed of Wm. Rosen* j »hot. 
kranz, A. E. Whitney, C. A. Tierce, ! 
Adam Brown, A. A. Graham and John ! 
C. Hessel. 
AKTHUR W. IDES* 
A fter the jury was sworn and viewed 
the body I)r. Arthur W. Ide was called , 
He swore to having been summoned by I 
John Shull to attend young Bush way ; 
whom he found lying dead in the road 
in front of the >Ioi 3y home. There 
was a wound in his neck which he j 
judged without special examination to 
be a bullet wound, but could not say | 
positively. The boy apparently lay as 
he had fallen, with his head turned to 
one side and his leg doubled under him. 
The wound had apparently been made 
but a very short time and death had 
just occurred. 
The wound was, appar­ 
ently, such as would cause d *ath. 


DR. J. A. THABES 
I)r. J. A. Thabes was the next wit­ 
ness, 
He swore to making a post-mor­ 
tem examination on the body of John 
Bushway 
Saturday 
evening. 
The 
wound appeared to be a bullet wound 
and to judge from the appearance the 
bullet entered the right side of the 
neck, severed the jugular vein and 
passed out between the shoulders, com­ 
pletely shattering the spinal column. 
The wound, he said would cause in­ 
stant 
death. 
There was no 
other 
wound and no other apparent cause for 
death. 
VICTOR BUSH WAY 
Victor Bushway was sworn and testi­ 
fied that he is an uncle of the dead boy. 
He last saw him alive about 2:15 Satur­ 
day afternoon, when he left him and 
Frank piling brush in West Brainerd 
while he came over to his home on 
Quince street with a load of wood. 
On his return he saw him lying dead on 
the street. 
He could add little light to 
the case. 
FRANK BUSHWAY 
Frank Bushway, the eight year old 
brother of the dead boy was then call | 
ed, and asked as to his knowledge of 
the nature of an oath. 
He testified 
that he and John had been piling brush 
and Eddie Crowley had been playing 
part of the time with them and part of 
the time with Ralph Morey. 
Morey 
called* Crowley over, saying that he 
wanted to tell him something. 
They 
went into the house and soon came 
out with the rifle which Crowley held 
and helped Morey load. 
Morey said 
“ I’ll fix you,” and shot and John Bush­ 
way fell down and shut his eyes. 
He 
never spoke after he was shot. 
Frank 
said he then ran and told his mother. 
He said that the boys had quarreled 
during the forenoon over the Morey 
and the Crowley boy cutting down 
John 
Bush way’s fence. 
After 
the 
shooting young Morey came out and 
looked at Johnnie but did not say any­ 
thing. 
EDDIE CROWLEY 
Eddie Crowley, also eight years of 
age, was called and after being exam­ 
ined as to his knowledge of an oath 
was permitted to testify. 
He stated 
th at he had gone over to W est Brain­ 
erd in the forenoon to play with the 
Bushway boys and the Morey boys. 
He told of the quarrel in the forenoon. 
In the afternoon he was playing with 
the Bushway boys when Morey called 
to him and he went across the street 
to the house. 
He declared that the 
Morey boy took a stick and threatened 
him and compelled him to climb up 
over a chair and get the rifle. 
On 
cross examination he said that that 
was the first time they had the rifle 
out. 
That the first time Ralph pointed 
it out of the window and did not shoot. 
The second time Ralph got the gun 
and took it out doors. 
He held back 
the spring under the barrel while Ralph 
loaded the gun, the latter pushing the 
cartridge into place with a stick. 
He 
turned to go home and Ralph shot. He 
turned around at the sound and Ralph 
was holding the gun at his side. 
He, 
the witness, went over to where John 
lay and told Morey he had shot him. 
Morey came to the fence and looked at 
but did not come into the road. 
Crowley then came over town and play­ 
ed with the Sherman boys a little while 
but did not tell them what had happen­ 


ed. 
When asked by County Attorney 
Warner why he had not told them, he 
said he did not think of it, but admitted 
that it was because he was scared. 
He 
did not tell his parents until they learn 
ed of it and questioned him. 
He cor 
roborated 
Frank’s testimony as 
to 
Morey saying “ I will fix you.” 
After 
the shooting he said to Ralph, “ You 
have shot him,” and Ralph replied, 
“ I told him to get out of the w ay.” 
Witness, however, had not heard Ralph 
say that before shooting. 
He testified 
that Mrs. Morey was over at Mr. 
Blake’s at the time. 


J o h n s h u l l 
John Shull was next sworn. 
He tes­ 
tified that he was putting tar paper on 
the roof of a house near the residence 
of Mr. Bushway. 
He heard the report 
of the rifle but thought nothing of it. 
A few minutes after he heard Mrs. j 
Bushway scream and jumped off the 
house and ran over there. 
Frank had 
just told his mother that John was ; 
He and Frank ran to where the 
boy lay. 
He glanced at him and ran 
to the Northern Pacific hospital and 
met Dr. Ide at the door. 
Dr. Ide re­ 
turned with him, but John was dead j 
when he got there. 


MRS. EUGENE MOREY. 
Mrs. Eugene Morey, mother of the 
lad who did the shooting was the last 
witness called. 
She made a very good 
impression making apparently no at­ 
tempt to shield her son. 
She told of 
the quarrel in the forenoon, and of her 
calling her son into the house after din­ 
ner because the boys were again quar­ 
reling. 
Shortly after she went to Mr. 
Blake’s and was only there a few mom­ 
ents. 
On her way back she met the 
Crowley boy running toward town, his 
face as pale as marble. 
He would not 
stop and answer her when she spoke. 
When she got home she saw a crowd 
and they told her that John was shot. 
She asked Ralph if he did it and he said 
he did. He said they had been throwing 
pieces of brick at him. 
He would be 
10 years of age on New Years day. 
He 
had never had the gun and she did not 
know that he knew how to use it. 
It 
was kept standing up behind an unused 
bed that stood against the wall. 
The 
cartridges were kept in 
drawer. There was but one missing 
and if he took more he put them ba'*k 
before she got home. 
He had put the , 
gun back where ho got it and was out 
in the yard back of the woodpile when 
she got home. 
She identified the rifle 
shown her as the one she had given 
Mr. Gibson Saturday afternoon and 
the one with which the boy was shot. 1 
This closed the evidence, except that 
Coroner Gibson explained to the jury 
distance between where Ralph stood! 
; and where John stood. 
As near as he 
could tell Ralph must have fired through 


i the fence, which was a wire field fence j 
, with large meshes. 
The jury then re- j 
turned and in a short time brought in a 
virdict as above. 
Immediately after bringing the body 
of young Bushway to the morgue Sat­ 
urday afternoon Coroner Gibson took ! 
; the m atter up with County Attorney 
Warner, with the result that a war­ 
rant was issued for Ralph Murray and 
he was brought over to the county jail j 
and placed in charge of Sheriff Erick- j 
son, for safe keeping until the inquest, 
which was held this morning at 10 
o’clock. 
The story of the shooting as related 
to Mr. Gibson, by Ralph Morey imme­ 
diately after it occurred, is practically 
the same as that given in Saturday’s

According 
to 
young 
Murray the other boys had been tea s-1 
ing him and young Bush way had hit 
him with a brick. 
Enraged he went ; 
into the house, got the rifle, loaded it 
and came out and shot Bushway. Mr. | 
Gibson, when his attention was called 
to the statem ent of Frank Bushway ! 
that Eddie Crowley had assisted in i 
loading the gun expressed doubt as to 
the accuracy of the statement. 
The 
gun was a new model Winchester au 
tomatic, 35 calibre, which Mr. Gibson 
had sold to Mr. Murray last year and 
he does not think the Crowley boy 
knew how to load it. 
He asked Ralph 
how he knew how and he said he had 
watched his father load it. 
Mrs. Morey, the mother of Ralph 
told the coroner Saturday th at the boy 
had been quarreling Saturday and that 
she had called Ralph in to the house. 
Afterwards she went to a neighbor’s 
and was gone about 10 minutes and on 
her return she met the Crowley boy 
running toward 
town 
crying. She 
asked him what the trouble was but he 
would not stop to answer her.

It was stated from the jail Saturday 
evening that young Morey took his ar­ 
rest very cooly and said little about the 
shooting.

Ralph Morey was arraigned in the 
municipal court today, charged with 
j the killing of John Bushway Jr. 
The 
state was not ready to take up the 
case and the hearing was continued un­ 
til Wednesday morning at 10 o’clock. 
The mother of the lad was present in 
court „this afternoon, but the father 
was not at the inquest or at the hear­ 
ing this afternoon. 
Ralph is a medium sized boy with 
light brown hair and brown eyes and 
not at all a bad looking youngster. 
He 
seemed unconcerned most of the time 
and the only emotion he displayed was 
to cry a little when bis mother kissed 
him before leaving the court room. He 
remains in the custody of the sheriff.

BANDITS MAKE A RICH HAUL 


Obtain Jewelry and Silverware Valued 


at Ten Thouaand Donora— Refute to 


Take Wedding. Ringe, But One of 


tne Burglara Threatened to Cut Oft 


Yictirr’s Finger in Order to Get a 


Diamond Ring. 


New York, Nov. 9.—With the pierc­ 
ing ray of a burglar’s dark lantern 
shining In their eyes and two revol­ 
vers held by masked men covering 
them, Ave members of the family of 
Charles E. Taynter, a wealthy granite 
dealer, lay In bed in the Taynter home 
at Borough Park, Brooklyn, for more 
than an hour while a third masked 
burglar packed up $10,000 worth of 
jewelry 
and 
silverware. Then 
the 
burglars bound Mr. Taynter hand and 
foot and escaped with their booty. 
The three men when they gained 
entrance to the house went immediate­ 
ly to a bedroom on the second floor 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Taynter. 
One of the burglars struck Mr. Tayn­ 
ter a crushing blow on the head with 
a blackjack as he lay asleep. The 
blow stunned the sleeper and a few 
minutes later when Mr. Taynter re­ 
covered his sences he found three re­ 
volvers levelled at him. 
Mr. and Mrs. Taynter were made to 
sit up iii bed and two of burglars held 
them covered while a third began a 
search of the room. 
The noise awakened Alice Taynter, 
the fiftcen-year-old daughter, and she 
came into the room. The burglars or­ 
dered her into bed with her parents. 
A moment later Charles Taynter, aged 
eight years, and Harold, aged twelve, 
came into the room. They were made 
to sit on the side of the bed. The 
burglar who was ransacking the room 
found a jewel case with two wedding 
rings in it and was about to take them 
when Mr. Taynter asked him not to. 
One of the burglars standing guard 
over the family said: 
“Don't take those wedding rings. I 
am a married man and have some 
sentiment about wedding Hugs.” 
The rings were left, but two toy 
banks were broken and rifled of $17 
When the room had been completely 
searched the third robber went down 
stairs and packed up the silverware. 
He later returned to the bedroom and 
commanded Mr. Taynter to give up a 
$500-diamond ring he wore. The ring 
■would not come off so one of the 
burglars grimly drew a jackknife and 
was going, to cut Mr. Taynter’s finger 
off. 
Mr. Tnynter asked permission to 
go to the toilet and soap the ring off 
with soap and crater. 
“We will do that ourselves,” said 
the man wha appeared to be the lead­ 
er of the trio, and he did so forthwith. 
Then the three men produced a rope 
and bound Mr. Taynter’s hands and 
feet. Thev ordered him not to make 
an outcry for fifteen minutes, and 
then they hurried away.

DISCUSSES THE 
FAITHOF TAFT 


President Roosevelt Writes a 
Letter on the Subject. 


PURELY HIS OWN CONCERN 


Chief Eexecutive Says the Religious 


Belief of the President-Elect Ie Not 


a Matter for General Discussion and 


Political 
Discrimination— Deferred 


Publication of His Letter to Avoid 


Agitation Likely to Influence the 


Election. 


Washington, 
Nov. 
9.—“Secretary 
Taft’s religious faith is purely his own 
private 
concern 
and 
not 
a 
m at­ 
ter 
for 
general 
discussion 
and 
political discrimination,” says Pres­ 
ident 
Roosevelt 
in 
a 
letter 
he 
has Just made public in which he 
answers 
numerous 
correspondents. 
The president says he deferred the 
publication of the letter until now to 
avoid any agitation likely to Influence 
the election. The letter, addressed to 
J. C. Martin, Dayton, O., In part is as 
follows: 
“I received many such letters as 
yours during the campaign expressing 
dissatisfaction with Mr. Taft on re­ 
ligious grounds; some of them on the 
ground that he was a Unitarian and 
others on the ground that he was sus­ 
pected to be in sympathy with Catho­ 
lics. 
I did not answer any of these 
letters during the campaign because I 
regarded it as an outrage even to agi­ 
tate such a question as a man’s re­ 
ligious convictions with the purpose 
of influencing a political election. But 
now that the campaign is over when 
there is opportunity for men calmly to 
consider whither such propositions as 
those you make in your letter would 
lead, I wish to Invite them to consid­ 
er them and I have selected your let­ 
ter to answer because you advance 
both the objections commonly urged 
against Mr. Taft, namely: 
That he Is 
Unitarian and also that he is suspect­ 
ed of sympathy with the Catholics. 
“You ask that Mr. Taft shall 'let the 
world know what his religious belief 
It.’ 
“This is purely his own private con­ 
cern; and it is a m atter between him 
and his Maker, a m atter for his own 
conscience; and to require it to be 
made public under penalty of political 
discrimination is to negative the first 
principles of our government, which 
guarantee complete religious liberty 
and the right to each man to act in 
religious affairs as his own conscience 
dictates. 
Mr. Taft never asked my 
advice in the matter, but if he had 
asked It I should have emphatically 
advised him against thus stating pub­ 
licly his religious belief. The demand 
for a statement of a candidate’s* reli­ 
gious belief can have no meaning ex­ 
cept that there may be discrimination 
for or against him because of that be­ 
lief. Discrimination against the hold­ 
er of one faith means retaliatory dis­ 
crimination 
against men 
of other 
faiths. The Inevitable result of en­ 
tering upon such a practice would be 
an abandonment of our real freedom 
of conscience and a reversion to the 
dreadful conditions of religious dis­ 
sension which in so many lands have 
proved fatal to true liberty, to true 
religion and to all advance In civiliza­ 
tion. 
Discrimination an Outrage. 
“To discriminate against a thor­ 
oughly upright citizen because he be­ 
longs to some particular church or be­ 
cause, like Abraham Lincoln, he has 
not avowed his allegiance to any 
church, Is an outrage against that lib­ 
erty of conscience which is one of the 
foundations of American life. 
You are 
entitled to know whether a man seek­ 
ing your suffrage is a man clean and 
upright In life, honorable in all his 
dealings and with his fellows and fit 
by qualifications and purpose to do 
well in the great office for which he 
Is a candidate; but you are not en­ 
titled to know m atters which lie pure­ 
ly between himself and his Maker. If 
it is proper or legitimate to oppose a 
man for being a Unitarian, as was 
John Quincy Adams, for instance, as 
is the Rev. Edward Everett Hale, at 
the present moment chaplain of the 
lenate and an American of whose life 
all good Americans are proud—then 
it would be equally proper to support 
or oppose a man because of his views 
on justification by faith or the meth­ 
od of administering the sacrament or 
the gospel of salvation by works. 
If 
you once enter on such a career there 
is absolutely no limit at which you 
can legitimately stop. 
“So much for your objections to Mr. 
Taft because he is a Unitarian. 
Now, 
for your objections to him because you 
think his wife and brother to be Ro­ 
man Catholics. As it happens, they 
are not; but if they were, or if he 
were a Roman Catholic himself, it 
ought not to allect in the slightest de-

“I believe that when you say this 
you foully slander your fellow country­ 
men. I do not for one moment be­ 
lieve that the mass of our fellow citi­ 
zens or that any considerable number 
of our fellow citizens can be In­ 
fluenced by such narrow bigotry as to 
refuse to vote for any thoroughly up­ 
right and fit man because he happened 
to have a particular religious creed. 
Such a consideration should never be 
treated as a reason for either support­ 
ing or opposing a candidate for a po­ 
litical office. 
Are you aware that 
there are several states in this Union 
where the majority of the people are 
now Catholics? 
I should reprobate in 
the severest term s the Catholics who 
in those states (or in any other state) 
refused to vote for the most fit man 
because he happened to be a Protes­ 
tant; and my condemnation would tm 
exactly as severe for Protestants who 
under reversed circumstances refused 
to vote tot a Catholic. 


Refute the Slander. 
“Tn public life I am happy to snv 
that I have known many men who 
were elected and constantly re-elect­ 
ed to office in districts where the 
great majority of their constituents 
were of a different religious belief. 
I 
know Catholics who have lor many 
years represented constituencies main­ 
ly Protestant and Protestants who 
ha\e for many years represented con­ 
stituencies 
mainly 
Catholic; 
and 
among the congressmen whom I know 
particularly well was one man of Jew­ 
ish faith who represented a district 
In which there were hardly any Jews 
at all. 
All of these men by their very 
existence in political life refute the 
slander you have uttered against your 
fellow Americans. 
“I believe that this republic will 
endure for many centuries. Tf so 
there will doubtless be among its pres 
idents Protestants and Catholics, and 
very probably at some time Jews. 
I 
have consistently tried while presi­ 
dent to act in relation to my fellow 
Americans of Catholic faith as I hope 
that any future president who nappens 
to be a Catholic will act, towards his 
fellow Americans of Protestant faith 
Had I followed any other course I 
should have felt that I was unfit to 
represent the American people. 
“Tn my cabinet at the present mo­ 
ment there sit side by side Catholic 
and Protestant, Christian and Jew, 
each man chosen because in my belief 
he is peculiarly fit to exercise on be­ 
half of all our people the duties of the 
office to which I have appolnetd him. 
In no case does the man’s religious 
belief In any way Influence his dis­ 
charge of his duties, save as it makes 
him more eager to act Justly and up­ 
rightly In his relations to all men. The 
same principles that have obtained in 
appointing the members of my cabi­ 
net, the highest officials under me, the 
officials to whom Is entrusted the 
work of carrying out all the important 
policies of my administration, are the 


principles upon which all good Amer­ 
icans should act in choosing, whether 
by election or appointment, the men 
to All any office from the highest to 
the lowest in the land.”

RECOMMENDATION 


The Coroner’s Jury Returning Ver­ 
dict as to Facts of John 
Bushaway’s Death 


SEVERAL WITNESSES 
HEARD 


Main Facts Are as 
Given in 
Brainerd Dispatch of Satur­ 
day Evening 


CORONER’S JURY’S VERDICT 
We find that the said John Busha- \ 
way came to his death by a shot ; 
from an automatic Winchester rifle * 
35 calibre, in the hands of Ralph ; 
Morey, of Brainerd, Minn. 
: 


Coroner Gibson this morning empan­ 
eled a jury and held an inquest en the 
remains of John 
Bushaway, whose 
death at the hands of Ralph Morey was 
mentioned in 
Saturday’s 
Dispatch. 
The jury was composed of Wm. Rosen- 
kranz, A. E. Whitney, C. A. Pierce, 
Adam Brown, A. A. Graham and John 
C. Hessel. 
ARTHUR w . IDE. 
After the jury was sworn and viewed 
the body Dr. Arthur W. Ide was called 
He swore to having been summoned by 
John Shull to attend young Bush way 
whom he found lying dead in the road 
in front of the >forey home. There 
was a wound in his neck which he 
judged without special examination to 
be a bullet wound, but could not say 
positively. The boy apparently lay as 
he had fallen, with his head turned to 
one side and his leg doubled under him. 
The wound had apparently been made 
but a very short time and death had 
just occurred. The wound was, appar­ 
ently, such as would cause death. 
DR. J. A. THABES 
Dr. J. A. Thabes was the next wit­ 
ness, 
He swore to making a post-mor­ 
tem examination on the body of John 
Bushway 
Saturday 
evening. The 
wound appeared to be a bullet wound 
and to judge from the appearance the 
bullet entered the right side of the 
neck, severed the jugular vein and j 
passed out between the shoulders, com­ 
pletely shattering the spinal column. 
The wound, he said would cause in­ 
stant 
death. There was no 
other 
wound and no other apparent cause for 
death. 
VICTOR BUSHWAY 
Victor Bushway was sworn and testi­ 
fied that he is an uncle of the dead boy. 
He last saw him alive about 2:15 Satur­ 
day afternoon, when he left him and 
Frank piling brush in West Brainerd 
while he came over to his home on 
Quince street with a load of wood. 
On his return he saw him lying dead on 
the street. He could add little light to 
the case. 
FRANK BUSHWAY 
Frank Bushway, the eight year old 
brother of the dead boy was then call­ 
ed, and asked as to his knowledge of 
the nature of an oath. 
He testified 
that he and John had been piling brush 
and Eddie Crowley had been playing 
part of the time with them and part of 
the time with Ralph Morey. Morey 
called* Crowley over, saying that he 
wanted to tell him something. They 
went into the house and soon came 
out with the rifle which Crowley held 
and helped Morey load. Morey said 
4‘I’ll fix you,” and shot and John Bush­ 
way fell down and shut his eyes. He 
never spoke after he was shot. Frank 
said he then ran and told his mother. 
He said that the boys had quarreled 
during the forenoon over the Morey 
and the Crowley boy cutting down 
John 
Bushway’s fence. 
After 
the 
shooting young Morey came out and 
looked at Johnnie but did not say any­ 
thing. 
EDDIE CROWLEY 
Eddie Crowley, also eight years of 
age, was called and after being exam­ 
ined as to his knowledge of an oath 
was permitted to testify. 
He stated 
that he had gone over to West Brain­ 
erd in the forenoon to play with the 
Bushway boys and the Morey boys. 
He told of the quarrel in the forenoon. 
In the afternoon he was playing with 
the Bushway boys when Morey called 
to him and he went across the street 
to the house. He declared that the 
Morey boy took a stick and threatened 
him and compelled him to climb up 
over a chair and get the rifle. On 
cross examination he said that that 
was the first time they had the rifle 
out. That the first time Ralph pointed 
it out of the window and did not shoot. 
The second time Ralph got the gun 
and took it out doors. 
He held back 
the spring under the barrel while Ralph 
loaded the gun, the latter pushing the 
cartridge into place with a stick. He 
turned to go home and Ralph shot. He 
turned around at the sound and Ralph 
was holding the gun at his side. He, 
the witness, went over to where John 
lay and told Morey he had shot him. 
Morey came to the fence and looked at 
J A * but did not come into the road. 
Crowley then came over town and play­ 
ed with the Sherman boys a little while 
but did not tell them what had happen­ 


ed. When asked by County Attorney 
Warner why he had not told them, he 
said he did not think of it, but admitted 
that it was because he was scared. He 
did not tell his parents until they learn­ 
ed of it and questioned him. 
He cor­ 
roborated 
Frank’s testimony as 
to 
Morey saying ‘‘I will fix you.” After 
the shooting he said to Ralph, “ You 
have shot him,” and Ralph replied, 
“ I told him to get out of the way.” 
Witness, however, had not heard Ralph 
say that before shooting. 
He testified 
that Mrs. Morey was over at Mr. 
Blake’s at the time. 


J o h n s h u l l 
John Shull was next sworn. He tes­ 
tified that he was putting tar paper on 
the roof of a house near the residence 
of Mr. Bushway. 
He heard the report 
of the rifle but thought nothing of it. 
A few minutes after he heard Mrs. 
Bushway scream and jumped off the 
house and ran over there. Frank had 
just told his mother that John was 
shot. 
He and Frank ran to where the 
boy lay. 
He glanced at him and ran 
to the Northern Pacific hospital and 
met Dr. Ide at the door. 
Dr. Ide re­ 
turned with him, but John was dead 
when he got there. 


MRS. EUGENE MOREY. 
Mrs. Eugene Morey, mother of the 
lad who did the shooting was the last 
witness called. 
She made a very good 
impression making apparently no at­ 
tempt to shield her son. She told of 
the quarrel in the forenoon, and of her 
calling her son into the house after din­ 
ner because the boys were again quar­ 
reling. Shortly after she went to Mr. 
Blake’s and was only there a few mom­ 
ents. On her way back she met the 
Crowley boy running toward town, his 
face as pale as marble. 
He would not 
stop and answer her when she spoke. 
When she got. home she saw a crowd 
and they told her that John was shot.

MOREY BOY ARRAIGNED 


Lad Who Shot John Bushwa/ Jr. Was 
Arraigned in Municipal Court 
and Case Continued 
Ralph Morey was arraigned in the 
municipal court today, charged with 
the killing of John Bush way Jr. The 
state was not ready to take up the 
case and the hearing was continued un­ 
til Wednesday morning at IO o'clock. 
The mother of the lad was present in 
court [this afternoon, but the father 
was not at the inquest or at the hear­ 
ing this afternoon. 
Ralph is a medium sized boy with 
light brown hair and brown eyes and 
not at all a bad looking youngster. He 
seemed unconcerned most of the time 
and the only emotion he displayed was 
to cry a little when his mother kissed 
him before leaving the court room. He 
remains in the custody of the sheriff.

which was held this morning at IO 
o’clock. 
The story of the shooting as related 
to Mr. Gibson, by Ralph Morey imme­ 
diately after it occurred, is practically 
the same as that given in Saturday’s 
D is p a t c h . 
According 
to 
young 
Murray the other boys had been teas­ 
ing him and young Bushway had hit 
him with a brick. 
Enraged he went 
into the house, got the rifle, loaded it 
and came out and shot Bushway. Mr. 
Gibson, when his attention was called 
to the statement of Frank Bushway 
that Eddie Crowley had assisted in 
loading the gun expressed doubt as to 
the accuracy of the statement. The 
gun was a new model Winchester au 
tomatic, 35 calibre, which Mr. Gibson 
had sold to Mr. Murray last year and 
he does not think the Crowley boy 
knew how to load it. He asked Ralph 
how he knew how and he said he had 
watched his father load it. 
Mrs. Morey, the mother of Ralph 
told the coroner Saturday that the boy 
had been quarreling Saturday and that 
she had called Ralph in to the house. 
Afterwards she went to a neighbor’s 
and was gone about IO minutes and on 
her return she met the Crowley boy 
running toward 
town 
crying. She

The local high school foot ball team 
administered the second defeat in a 
most decisive manner to the Little Falls 
high school, and by so doing took a 
firmer hold on the championship of 
north central Minnesota. The game 
was probably one of the cleanest exhi­ 
bitions of foot ball ever played here. 
Not a dispute occurred to mar the pleas­ 
ure of the game, for the spectators. 
The interest was so great in the 2nd 
half that it was next to impossible to 
keep the enthused rooters off the field, 
the game being held a number of times 
till the crowd was cleared away from 
the contesting teams. 
At 3:40 Referee Snow called the 
teams to their places, Brainerd winning 
the toss, chose to defend the north 
goal. Horn kicked off to the seven 
yard line, the opponents carried the 
ball back 15 yards, and by a series of 
forward passes and line bucks, carried 
the ball to their 35 yard line, where 
they punted, on being held for downs. 
Brainerd secured the ball on her 15 
yard line, but lost it on a fumble, only 
making their distance once. Then by 
an end run, a forward pass, and a 
cross-buck Little Falls sent their left 
half over for the first touch down in 
the game after eight and one-half 
minutes of play. The rest of the half 
was played in the visitors’ territory, 
mostly. 
Brainerd warmed up the last 
part of the first half, and were playing 
a good game, holding Little Falls at all 
stages. The ball was carried from Lit­ 
tle Falls 35 yard line to their nine yard 
line, and lost on a fumble, at one time, 
and was on their 12 yard line at an­ 
other time, but Little Falls was too 
strong and held Brainerd at these criti­ 
cal times. All in all Little Falls out­ 
played Brainerd in the first half and 
earned their touch down. The half 
ended with the ball in Brainerd’s pos­ 
session on their 35 yard line. Score 
Little Falls 6 Brainerd 0. 
Between halves Coach Sanborn talked 
to the Brainerd boys, pretty sarcasti­ 
cally, and made them understand that 
they had to play their best the second 
half. And they did. They started off 
right from the whistle and Little Falls 
was simply outclassed in every way, 
they could not gain a foot through the 
line, or around the ends, their forward 
passes did not “pan” out at all, and the 
line men were through them to block 
every punt that they tried. When 
Brainerd had the ball, they went for a 
touch down, right away. It was an 
up hill fight for them the first part of 
the second half, but they made four 
touch downs in 10$ minutes, compared 
with Little Falls one touch down in 
eight and one-half minutes. In the 
second half Little Falls kicked off to 
the 12 yard line, Captain Parker ran

He was living in a garret 
and was prostrated by typhoid fever 
but a neighbor, Mile. de Brecoust, 
nursed him with tender care during 
his illness, from which he slowly re­ 
covered. 
He married her In th e fol­ 
lowing year and was by her introduced 
to Mile. D eJasett, who had ju st estab­ 
lished the theater which was named 
after her. 
M. Sardou’s earlier pieces, 
after his first failure, were perform ed 
at this theater. 
Nine years after his 
m arriage, M. Sardou was in possession 
of a handsom e fortune and wide re­ 
nown when a gloom was tem porarily 
cast over his career by the death of 
his wife. 
Alm ost every land knows th e stage 
heroes and heroines born oui of Sar­ 
dou’s resourceful mind. 
Mmq. Saran Bernhardt has won her 
greatest trium phs in roles he wrote 
for her, such as Tosea Fedora, Theo­ 
dora 
and 
Gismonda. 
“Mme. 
Sans 
Gene ’ was written for Mme. Be,lane, 
In which she portrayed the outspoken, 
good-hearted wife of M arshal Lefebvre, 
It was translated into English and Sir 
Henry Irving and Miss T erry were 
seen in it at the Lyceum 
The great 
English actor also appeared in “Robe­ 
spierre” and other products of the 
genius of the m aster Frenchm an. 
M. Sardou realized a princely for­ 
tune by his writings and built a splen­ 
did chateau at Marly Le Roy.

m arried on June 17 1872, Mile. Sou­ 
lier. 
He was decorated with the le­ 
gion of honor in 1863 and was elect­ 
ed a m em ber of the French academy 
In 1 8 7 7 . _________________
